CAN ASK NOTHING BUT RIGHT 


Wilson Says Need for 


Foothold on Adriatic 


No Longer Exists; Rome Should Abide by 
Obligation Under Which U. S. Fought 


Confidential dis- 
patches from Paris to Administra- 
tion officials) here April 24 Indi- 
cate that the crisis brought about 
by Italy’s demands, and the unal- 
terable determination of President 
Wilson not to become a party to 
recognition of secret treaties, had 
so upset the plans of the peace 
conference that the President’s re- 
turn to the United States probably 
would be considerably delayed. 
Belief was expressed in official 
quarters that Italy eventually 
would be obliged to recede from 


her demands, though it was rec- 
ognized that for the. moment Pre- 
mier Orlando and his delegation | 
were obliged to maintain an un- 
yielding attitude or face repudia- 
tion at home. The decision of the 
Italians to withdraw from Paris 
was forced, according to the view

here, by the opposition in Italy to 
the present Cabinet, growing so 
rapidly under the direction of for- 
mer Finance Minister Nitti, and 
QGiolitti also a former Cabinet of- 
ficer. 


It was pointed out that the with- 
drawal of the delegation did not 
mean the withdrawal of the Italian 
Government from participation § in 
the peace negotiations or from the 
league of nations. Italy might 
agree to abide by the decision of 
the other allies and satisfy herself 
with a protest against the loss of 
Fiume. 


BRITISH LABOR LEADERS 
APPLAUD WILSON’S STAND 
London.—Prominent' British  la- 
bor leaders have sent a telegram 
to President Wilson congratulating 
him “on your magnificent declara- 


tion for peace based on the four- 
teen points,’’ and adding: 
“We are certain the Italian work- 


ers will associate tlLemselves with 
the international workers in sup- 
porting you.” 

Among those signing the tele- 


gram are Arthur Henderson, foxmer 


member of the war Cabinet; Chas. 
W. Bowerman, secretary of the 
vades Union Congress; John 
olse, former Minister of Pen- 
vies George Lansbury, former 
vc.dlot member of the House of 
oimmons; Robert Smilie, the min- 
eis’ leader; James Henry Thomas, 
general secretary of the National 
Union of Railway Men, and Sidney 
Webb, economist. 


A message also was sent to Pre- 
mier Lloyd George commending him 
for the supp he is giving to 
President Wilson, and another tele- 
‘gram was sent to Deputy Turati, 
leader of the ,Intransigeant Social- 
ists at Roma, appealing to the 
Italian workers to support the 
President of the United States. 


ATTITUDE INDQRSED 
BY SENATOR JOHNSON 


Washington.— President Wilson's 
attitude toward Italy was indorsed 
in a statement April 24 by Sena- 


tor Johnson of California, Republi- 
can, who declared the ‘‘present sit- 
uation is the supreme test of the 
profession of our purposes which 
the President has so often voiced.” 

“The President's decision,’ said 
Senator Johnson, ‘‘as I understand 
it, is that he, as the representa- 
tive of America, will not recognize 
secret treaties by which territories 
and people were bartered. I am in 
hearty accord with this attitude. 

“To my mind nothing more de- 
pressing or humiliating to us could 
occur than to transmute our much 
vaunted idealism into territorial ac- 
quisition and disposition of unwill- 
ing peoples secretly agreed upon 
during the war. It is my hope 
that he will persist in his refusal 
to recognize Japan’s secret bargains 
or Italy’s secret bargains.”’ 

Senator Kenyon, of Iowa, Repub- 
lican, also issued a statement ap- 
proving the President's attitude. 

“IT hope he will succeed in smash- 
ing not only the Italian but all se- 
cret treaties for all time to come,” 
he said. 

While agreeing with the Presi- 


dent’s attitude toward secret 
treaties, Senator Borah, of Idaho, 
Republican, said the Italian ques- 


tion was one which should be ad- 
justed according to the principle 
of self-determination. 

“It all reveals,’’ Senator Borah 
said, ‘‘what it means for this coun- 
try to enter and to intermeddle in 
European affairs. We have been 
in Europe now about four months 
seeking to adjust European af- 
fairs and have incurred the ill-will 
of the people of Japan and Italy, 
and the suspicion of ‘the: people of 
‘Chine and the dayere criticiam of

in Japan, Italy, France and Eng- 
land today, and that is if we under- 
take to deal with European affairs 
nothing can keep them from inter- 
fering in American affairs. The 
most powerful argument in the 
world for a quick and speedy con- 
clusion of a peace treaty with Ger- 
many and her allies and of our re- 
turn home is found in the present 
situation.’’ 


Paris.—The text .of the President's 
address follows: 


“In view of the capital importance of the 
questions affected, and in order to throw 
all possible light upon what is involved in 
th@ir settlement, I hope that the following 
statement will contribute to the final for- 
mation of opinion and to a satisfactory 
solution. 

“When Italy entered the war, she enter- 
ed upon the basis of a definite private un- 
derstanding with Great Britain and 
France, now known as the pact of Lon- 
don. 

“Since that time the whole face of cir- 
cumstances has been altered. Many other 
powers, great and small, have entered the 
struggle, with no kaowledge of that pri- 
vate understanding. 

“The Austro-Hungarian empire, then 
the enemy of Europe, and at whose ex- 
penge the pact of London was to be kept 
n the event of victory, has gone to pieces 
and no longer exists. 

‘“‘Not only that, but the several parts 
that empire, it is agreed now by Italy and 
all her associates, are to be erected into 
independent states and associated in a. 
league of nations, not with those who 
were recently our enemies, but with Italy 
herself and the powers that stood with 
Italy in the great war for liberty. 

“We are to establish their liberty as 
well as our own. They are to be among 
the smaller states whose interests are 
henceforth to be safeguarded as scrupu- 
lously as the interests of the most pow- 
erful states. 

“The war was ended, moreover, by pro- 
posing to Germany an armistice and peace 
which should be founded on certain clear- 


of 


ly defined principles which set up a new 
order of right and justice. 

“Upon those principles the peace with 
Germany has been conceived not only, but 
formulated. Upon those principles te will 
be effected. Ye. cannot ask the great 
body of powers to propose and effect 
eace with Austria and establish a new 
basis of independence and right in the 
states which originally constituted the 
Austro-Hungarian empire and in the 
states of the Balkan group on principles 
of another kind. We must apply the same 
principles to the settlement of Europe in 
those quarters that we have applied in 
the peace with Germany. 

“It was upon the explicit avowal of 
those principles that the initiative for 
peace was taken. It is upon them that 
the whole structure of peace must rest. 

“If those principles are to be adhered 
to, Fiume must serve as the outlet of the 
commerce, not of Italy, but of the land to 
the north and northeast of that’ port; 
Hungary, Bohemia, Rumania and_ the 
States of the new Jugo-Slav group. To 
assign Fiume to Italy would be to create 
the feeling that we have deliberately put 
the rt upon which all those countries 
chiefly depend for their access to the 
Mediterranean in the hands of a power of 
which it did not form an integrat—part 
and whose sovereignty, if set up there, 
must inevitably seem toreign, not domes- 
tic, or identified with the commercial and 
industrial life of the regions which the 
port must serve. It is for that reason, no 
doubt, that Fiume was not included in the 
pact of London, 
signed to the Croatians. 

“And the reason why the line of the 
act of London swept about many of the 
slands of the eastern coast of the Adri- 


atic and around the portion of the Dal- 
matian coast which lies most open to 
that sea was not only that here and there 
on those islands and here and there on 
that coast, there are bodies of people of 
Italian blood and connection, but also, and 
no doubt chiefly, because it was felt that 
it was necessary for Italy to have a foot- 
hold amidst the channels of the Eastern 
Adriatic in order that she might make her 


own coasts safe against the naval aggres- 
sion of Austria-Hungary. 

“But Austria-Hungary no longer exists. 
It is proposed that the fortifications which 
the Austrian Government constructed 


there shall be razed and permanently de- 


stroyed. 

“It 1s part also of the new plan of the 
European order which centers in the 
'eague of nations that the new states 
jerected there shall accept a limitation of 
armaments, which puts aggression out of 


the question. There can be no fear of the 
unfair treatment of groups of Italian peo- 
ple there, because adequate guarantees 
will be given under international sanction 
of the equal and equitable treatment of 
all racial or national minorities. 

“In briet, every question associated with 
this settlement wears a new aspect—a 
new aspect given it by the very victory 
for right for which Italy has made the 
supreme sacrifice of blood and treasure. 
Italy, along with the four other great 
powers, has become one of the chief trus- 
tees of the new order which she has 
layed so honorable a part in establish- 
ng. 

“And on the north and northeast her 
natural frontiers are completely restored, 
along with the whole sweep of the Alps 
from northwest to southeast to the very 
end of the Istrian peninsula, including all 
the great. water shed within which Triest 
and Pola He, and all the fair regions 
whose face nature has turned toward the 
great peninsula upon which the historic 
life of the Latin people has been worked 
out through centuries of famous story 
ever since Rome was first set upon her 
seven hills, ° 

“Her ancient unity is reBtored. Her 
lines are extended to the great walls 
which are her natural defense. It is with- 
in her choice to be surrounded by friends; 
to exhibit to the newly liberated peoples 
across the Adriatic that noblest quality of 
greatness, magnanimity, friendly gener- 
osity, the preference of justice over inter- 
est 


“The nations associated with her, the 
nations that know nothing of the pact of 
London or of any other special under- 
standing that lies at the beginning of this 
great struggle, and who have made their 
supreme sacrifice also in the interest, not 
of national advantage or defense, but of 
the settled ace of the world, are now 
united with her older associates in urging 
her to assume a leadership which cannot 
be mistaken in the new order of Europe. 

“America is Italy’s friend. Her people 
are drawn, millions strong, from Italy's 
own fair countryside. She is linked in 
blood, as well as in affection, with the 
Italian people. Such ties can never be 
broken. And America was privileged, by 
the generous commission of her associates 
in the war, to initiate the peace we are 
about to consummate—to Initiate it upon 
terms which she had herself formulateu 
and in which I was her spokesman 

‘The compulsion is upon her to square 
qwery decision she takes a in wita 
those principles. She can do nothng 
aise. he trusts Italy, and in her trus. 
believes that Italy will ask nothing of he. 
that cannot be made unmistakably cou- 
sistent with thos¢ sacred obligations. 

“The interests are not now in questior.

James K. Lynch, for many years 
vice-president of the First National 
Bank and since August 7, 1917, gover- 
nor of the Federal Reserve Bank of 
San Francisco, died suddenly Mon- 
day morning at his home, 1236 Sher- 
man street, Alameda. 

His eldest son, Captain Laurence 
Soule Lynch, died October 10 of 
wounds received in the Argonne bat- 
tle. Grief over this loss, intensified 
by the scenes in this city last week 
when the 363d and 347th regiments 
were welcomed home, is believed to 
have brought on a recurrence of an 
old arterial trouble. 

Lynch appeared to be in good health 
Sunday. He had spent the previous 
day at Sacramento at a_ bankers’ 
meeting. Sunday night he com- 
plained of severe pains in his chest. 
Remedies administered by a _ physi- 
cian seemed to give him relief. Mon- 
day morning he arose at 6 o'clock, 
walked across ithe room and, return- 
ing, fell dead on his. bed. 

Lynch was a San Franciscan, son 
of a pioneer. His father, James 
Lynch, came to California in 1847 
with Stevenson's regiment of New 
York volunteers. For a time the 
elder Lynch was an employee of the 
Custom-house, but in 1858, a year 
after James K. Lynch was born, the 
family moved to San Luis Obispo. 
There the boy was brought up on his 


father’s sheep ranch. 
He was sent to the Boys‘ High 
School in San Francisco and in the 


year after his graduation in 1876 en- 
tered the service of the First Na- 
tional Gold Bank, now the First Na- 
tienal Bank, with which he was 
identified continuously until he was 
appointed governor of the Twelfth 
District Federal Reserve Bank. 

Beginning as a bookkeeper in the 
bank, Lynch rose successively 
through almost every position. He 
was made cashier and a director in 
894. Ten years later he was elected 
vice-president. When the Federal Re- 
serve banks were organized, Lynch 
became one of the San Francisco di- 
rectors and on August 7, 1917, after 
the resignation of Governor Archibald 
C. Kains, was appointed governor. 

As governor of the Reserve Bank, 

Lynch took a leading part in the 
floating of the Liberty loans in this 
district and the handling of the 
drives for the sale of war thrift 
stamps. 
He had a national reputation as a 
banker. In 1915 the American Bank- 
ers’ Association elected him presi- 
dent. He had previously served a 
term as first vice-president. He was 
twice president of the California 
Bankers’ Association and a president 
of the San Francisco Clearing-House 
Association. 


MISS TREAT TAKES 
POISON FOR MEDICINE 


Society Girl’s Death Ascribed to Fatal 
Error of Mixing Bottles 


San Francisco.—The tragic mistake 
of using the wrong bottle is ascribed 
as the probable cause of the death of 
Miss Myra Treat, who was found dead 
in her home, 2901 Paeific avenue, on 
Monday, April 21. 

Miss Treat, as a result of influenza, 
had been suffering for some weeks 
from a malady that occasionally 
caused fainting spells. Her mother 
went last Monday on a visit to Berke- 
ley, taking her younger daughter with 
her. 

On their return the body of Miss 
Treat was found on a couch, fully 
dressed. It transpired that death was 
due to poisoning. 

A battle of medicine and a similar 
bottle containing poisonous liquid 
were found on a table near the body. 


The medicine as prescribed by her 


physician had to be taken mixed with 
water., — 

The indications are that Miss 
Treat took the poison bottle by 
mistake, mixed the contents with 
water, beliving it to be her proper 
medicine, and drank it without 
knowing its fatal nature. 

Had she taken the poison’ with- 
eut dilution, it would have burned 
and it is im- 
probable that she would have di- 
luted the poison with water had 
she had any intention of self-de- 
struction. D 

No cause for any such intention 
is known; and the autopsy held 
revealed nothing of any kind that 
might induce such a tendency on 
the part of the young woman... It 
is believed that the apparent mys- 
tery. of her death was purely a 
case of mistake.

GREET SOLDIERS 


Mightiest Celebration in All Alameda 
Connty’s History Staged, With 
the Streets Packed Soiid 


Oakland.—The one moment which 
has been uppermost in the thoughts 
of Alameda county since the day of 
the starting of the war came Sunday. 
Her own regiment came home. 

“Fall out with packs,” shouted a 
car sergeant. The 493 returning sol- 
diers that composed what is left of 
the famous 159th Infantry jammed the 
platforms of their cars. The next 


moment they lined up along the side 
of their train and then the mightiest 
demonstration Alameda County has 
ever staged broke. 

It is estimated that more than 
200,000 participated in the welcome. 
Broadway, from the crossing of Third 
street up to Fourteenth, was jammed 
solidly with people. Along Fourteenth, 
from Broadway to Washington, other 
thousands were packed solidly. More 
than 2000 kinsfolk of the soldiers 
crowded immense platforms lining 
Washington street on both sides, in 
front of the City Hall. In the crush 
ten neople fainted. 

The program arranged by the of- 
cial committee of welcome was car- 
ried through without a hitch, except 
in the arrival of the train. It had 
been announced the train would be 


due at the Third and Broadway 
station of the Western Pacific at 1 
o'clock. It could have arrived at 
10:30. 


The train drew into Alameda county 
shortly after 9 o'clock, three hours 
ahead of its schedule. An hour was 
passed at Livermore, the first Ala- 


meda county town. The _ residents 
staged an impromptu celebration. 
From Livermore the train jogged 


along, giving the soldiers advantages 
of long stops at the towns interven- 
ing before Oakland. By idling an 
hour on a siding the engineer suc- 
ceeded in delivering the soldiers to 
the Oakland committee at exactly 1 
o'clock. 

Leaving the train the soldiers were 
the guests of the Red Cross. Pie, 
coffee, ice cream and “hot dogs’. were 
served. Following refreshments the 
parade formed. _ 

“We have reserved an automobile 
for you,” explained Edwin Stearns, 
of the official reception committee, 
to Colonel Leonard M. Farrell. 

“Automobile nothing,” retorted Far- 
rell, ‘I’m marching with my men.” 

The soldiers were placed at the end 
of the parade column. The Oakland 
police, city officials, Fire Depart- 
ment, members of the G. A. R., vet- 
erans of the Spanish-American War, 
women of the Red Cross, girls of the 
War Camp Community Service, and a 
number of fraternal organizations pre- 
ceded them on the line of march. 


This portion of the parade pro- 
ceeded orderly enough. The soldiers, 
however, had barely reached their 
third block when the crowd took 
them in hand. 

It surged in upon the soldiers. The 
squad formation was shattered. It 


was not until the parade reached 
Twelfth and Broadway that the com- 
bined efforts of the police and special 
patrolmen, assisted by a battle tank 
used in the Victory Loan campaign, 
that the formation was_ restored. 
Then it was necessary to press aside 
the crowd which had surged in in 
front of the soldiers. 

When the marching soldies reached 
the grandstands in front of the City 
Hall all attempts at order ceased. 
The kinsfolk of the returning men 
broke through the lines. 

A pretty feature of the parade was 
a floral pathway~—by the girls of the 
War Camp Community Service. Two 
large automobiles filled with Califor- 
nia wild flowers preceded the sol- 
diers and the girls scattered the blos- 
soms in the path of the marching 
soldiers. 

When the parade reached the up- 
town district bombs were exploded. 
At another point a uniformed yell 
leader directed the crowd in a series 
of yells. 

The men marched in the parade in 
their field equipment, wearing their 
camouflaged helmets and carrying full 
packs and rifles.

~~ BATTALION HOME 


| Gunners Who Punished German Ranks 
| in Argonne Here for Demobliza- 
tion; Organization Depleted 


San Francisco.—California machine 
gunners who bored the holes in the Ger- 
man ranks through which the dough- 
boys of the 363rd and 364th Infantry 
Regiments poured in the Argonne 
and in Belgium came home Sunday 
to complete their Army service. 

The men are what is left of the 
348th Machine Gun Battalion of the 
132nd Infantry Brigade, 91st Division. 
There were 270 men in the party, 
all Californians. This is only a 


fourth of the battalion’s full strength, 
but men from other parts of the coun- 
try had been forwarded to other demo- 
bilization eamps as casuals. The battal- 
ion headquarters came with the unit 
headed by Major Harry Burkhalter, 
who was assigned the battalion in 
France to bring them home. 

The battalion’s commanding officer 
during its fighting days was Major 
William Aird, who was transferred to 
the Army of Occupation just before 
the unit left. He left his men al- 
most in tears, they reported. He was 
given the Distinguished Service Cross 
for helping a squad of A Company 
men in charge of Lawrence Nielsen, 
Oakland butcher, capture a German 
-17 field piece. No one in the party 
had ever handled artillery, but the 
little band turned the gun on the 
fleeing Germans, and with German 
ammubition did terrific damage to the 
roads over which the German trucks 
were fairly flying toward the rear. 

When the enemy got beyond range, 
the machine gunners left the German 
piece, picked up their machine guns 
and ran on. <A few seconds later a 
time bomb left behind by the German 
artillerymen exploded, blowing up the 
entire position, ammunition and all. 
A few moments longer delay and 
the brave little party would have been 
annihilated. 

Not a prisoner was lost by tue ma- 
chine gunnners and not a gun. Once 
several men were captured, only to 
be retaken by their comrades a few 
moments later. The battalion went 
into action determined that they 
would fight to the last and that the 
Germans never could say they got a 
man or machine gun belonging to the 
348th. 

The 348th was known all through 
the 91st Division as the “Belgidn 
turnip hounds,” because of its fond- 
ness for turnips. It fairly lived on 
this prolific vegetable while forging 
through Belgium turnip fields for two 
weeks. The unit went faster than 
their supply wagons and automobile 
trucks, and turnips and emergency 
rations were all they had. On the 
march, and while resting, the bat- 
talion feasted on turnips. 

Captain St. John Whitney, secre 
tary of the Leslie Salt Company and 
commander of B Company during the 
Argonne rush, came home with a 
Belgian War Cross for bravery in 
action. 

The 348th was. composed of four 


a 


largely of San Francisco men. B 
Company had mostly Southern Cali- 
fornia men from Los Angeles and 
San Diego, C had Northern California 
men with a féw San Franicscans, and 
D Montana men, with only seven 
Californians. 

The unit suffered heavy casualties 
due to its “no prisoner” policy. B 
Company went into the Argonne fight 
with 172 men and came out with 
ninety-two sound men and the other 
companies suffered in proportion. The 
battalion was responsible for much 
of the advance made by the brigade 
as it routed out nest after nest of 
enemy machine gunners. In the Bel- 
gian campaign the battalion took sev- 
eral score of prisoners.  - 

The valor of the battalion resulted 
in a plentiful sprinkling of decora- 
tions throughout the unit, including 
the Distinguished Service Cross, the 
French cross of war and the Belgian 
cross of war. Top Sergeant Frank 
Brimer of B Company, a Los Angeles 
man, was awarded the D. S. C. _posthu- 
mously for bravery in the Argonne. 
The cross was sent to his mother. 
Tony Pernette, a San Francisco |boy, 
who was mess sergeant of A Com y; 
was given the D. S. C. for bringing 
up hot food during the thick of the 
Argonne fighting. 


was married to Andrew B. McCreery 
in 1864. 

Her husband amassed a great for- 
tune in mining properties and local 
real estate. He came to San Fran- 
cisco in 1849 and died several years 
ago. A son, Lawrence McCreery, a 
noted polo player, died in France in 
1916. 

Mrs. McCreery maintained an estate 
on Lake Como, in Italy. She spent a 
great part of her time there, and had 
collected a large number of paintings 
and tapestries during her travels. She 
was the principal heir to her husband’s 
estate, which was valued at several 
million dollars. 

One of the principal holdings in San 
Francisco was Central Park, at Eighth 
and Market streets. At one time the 
park was offered to the city by Andrew 
McCreery, but the offer was refused. 
Other loca] holdings include the West- 
ern Union building at Pine and Mont- 
gomery streets and the Orient build- 
ing.

Government Laboratory to Be Turned 
Over for Instructors: Use 


Berkeley.—A course in aeronautics 
has been assured at the University of 
California, it became known by the 
announcement that arrangements had 
been made with the United States 
Shipping Board and the army officials 
for the use by the university of the 


aeronautial laboratory on the campus, |, 


established by the School of Military 
Aeronautics, which was clgsed follow- 
ing the signing of the armistice. 

The laboratory is housed in a large 
wooden structure located near the Me- 
chanics’ building, and the course to be 
given will be under the supervision of 
the department of mechanics. The 
head of the aeronautical school, to- 
gether with the teaching staff, is yet 
to be appointed, but it is believed the 
university will be ready to open the 
course with the opening of the uni- 
versity in the fall. 

The laboratory at present is stocked 
with all necessary equipment, includ- 
ing a Curtiss training airplane, a 90 
horsepower Curtiss airplane engine, a 
Le Rohm engine of the rotating cylin- 
der type, propellers, sectional wings, 
spare parts and apparatus for testing 
the mechanical devices.
